IT has ſeldom happened, that ſo perfect a parallel 
has been ſeen, as that which theſe friendly and illuſ- 
trious Bards exhibited, in their births, minds, and 
accompliſhments. By birth they were alike illuſ- 
trious, for the father of BzaumoxT was a Judge of 
the Common Pleas, and the parent of FLETCHER 
arrived to the dignity of the Biſhoprick of London. — 

Mentally their gifts were ſo ſimilar, that it were in- 
deed a fruitleſs labour for curioſity to attempt a diſ- 


crimination of their blended labours.— They both, 


too, poſſeſſed that faſhionable eaſe, and ſprightly 
fancy, which ſo conſiderably poliſh life; and the firft 
and bet was the only company they frequented. 


Tas year of FLETCHER's birth was 1576>=that 
of BzaumonT's 1585. The latter died in 1615— 
the former lived nearly the ſame time after him as he 
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de +}, BEAUMONT AND FLETCHER. | 


had lived before him, for his death happened during 
the plague of 1625. 


How that complete co-operation of deſign and ex- 
ecution, that is viſible in their works was effected, 
there are now no means of aſcertaining;—but we arc 
given to underſtand, traditionally, that the fancy of 
FLETCHER was fertile even to luxuriance, and that 
Brau poſſeſſed moſt of the reſtraining ſeverity 
of judgment—that BzaumonrT regulated the plots, 
and that FLETCHER rapidly furniſhed out the dia- 
logue that FLETCHER had moſt evi, and 
BzavmoxT moſt thought. — Equally gifted other- 
ways, holding frequent carferences together, with 


ſouls that were perfectly congenial, the difficulty was 


ſoon done away, and it is probable, that the colliſion 
of theſe wits might ſtimulate an activity which ſoli- 
tude is apt to dull, and invigorate the minds that 


began to ſtagnate when they were ſundered. — They
